BETTER EYE SIGHT 


PRUNE SHRUBBERY 
IN WINTER SEASON 


Shrubbery, as a rule does not need 
a great deal of priming. 
However, a 
certain amount is necessary if one 
would have the best shaped and the 
best looking plants. 
At the time of 
planting of course all injured branch­ 
es should be cut out, and those that 
are very much longer than others 
headed back so as to conform to the 
others in length. 
Also some of the 
branch system should be cut back 
because of the fact th at in digging 
up, a larger percentage of the root 
system is destroyed, and therefore, in 
order to equalize the root and branch 
systems, at least a liberal heading 
back of nearly all kinds of shrubbery 
should be given when set out. 
The best time to sta rt the plant 
right is when it is set out, and there­ 
fore any crooked or deformed branch­ 
es of this kind should be cut out or 
at least, cut back in such a way th at 
they will not give the plant a bad 
or deformed look. 
Some shrubbery should be pruned 
more severely than others. 
Some 
should be pruned in the fall and 
some in the spring. 
Those shrubs 
that bloom in the spring, such as 
snqwbloom, deutzia, weigelias and 
spirea van houttei should be pruned 
directly after the blooming period. 
This is because of the fact that this 
class of shrubbery produces blooms 
on wood which grew the previous 
rear.

The morning of May 16th, 1869, 
ushered in w hat w as destined to be 
an eventful day in the history of 
Young county^ Texas, and a fateful 
one for some "of tho pioneer ranch­ 
men whose cattle w ere grazing on the 
open range in th e neighborhood o f 
where the town of .lean now stands. 
For over a w eek the cowmen had 
noticed Indian signs, and the hoof 
marks of strange ponies, and the 
print of Indian m ocassins in the soft 
earth around the watering places, 
had put them on their guard. 
This 
evidence of hostile Indians had caus­ 
ed many of tho cattle outfits to join 
forces in order that they night work 
w ith greater safety. 
The Carters of Palo Pinto county, 
the Woody* of Parker county, At- 
kiusons of Jack county, and the Lein- 
j vs of Young county, air well known 
pioneers and largo cantle owners, had 
combined 
their 
outfits 
and were 
working out the rang in young coun­ 
ty, rounding up the cattle that were 
t.o be driven to Shreveport, Louisian, 
for marker. 
On the morning of May 16th, the 
ci: i fit was cam ped on Flint Creek, 
just south of the Murphy station. 
As 
s u .ii as breakfast had been eaten and 
th e horses saddled plans for the day’s 
work 
were 
carried 
forward, 
and 
tw elve men w ere delegated to work 
c u t the range to the north. 
Altho 
every man carried a six-shooter there 
was but one rifle in the crowd and 
this was owned by W. C. Hutch. 
Realizing the danger of leaving the 
camp equipment in the hands of a 
li-w men, armed only with revolvers, 
si was decided best to leave the rifle 
w ith those who were to watch over 
the wagons, spare saddle horses, and 
the rest of the camp equippage. 
It 
w as with reluctance, however, that. 
Hutch parted with his rifle, as lie 
contended that the Indians were in 
the range to the north, where he and 
his party were to spend the day. 
gathering cattle which they intended 
to drive back to camp by nightfall. 
With this work in view the twelve 
men rode northward over the rolling 
prairie, with eyes alert for grazing 
herds, and senses quickened by the 
lurking danger that might lay con-J 
rented in the ravines, or in the brush 
along the creeks. 
This little p a r ty of horsemen was i 
coni posed of W. C. Hutch, Ira Graves, 
J. \V. Gray, Jason Mc Lain, John Lem- 
ly George Lemly, Rube Regress, Bill 
Crow. Chap C a r te r Henry Harmison, 
Joe Woody and a negro helper called 
Dick. 
They had rid d e n by a short dis­ 
tance when, coining to a small stream 
they saw by the muddled water that 
a partv of h orsem en had crossed be­ 
fore them. 
An examination of th e 
' round showed th o imprint ot moc- 
casln-cUid feet, where some of the 
Indian 
had d b m o u e tn d and m w 
horse t r a c k s wo e \ is blo in the wet 
ground on both Hides, indicating that 
<,uife a band Ii -cl passed across. 
I be 
condition of t h e w ater mill*•ated to 
th e ir experienced e; e that some t me 
had elapsed since tie 
Indians had 
crossed, and they decided to continue 
in quest of t h e cattle. 
The party had ridden several miles 
and had entered th e more open coun­ 
try to the north, wl • h is now the 
Eichelberger ranch. Two o the party 
were riding a bout a mile horn the 
main group, w hen suddenly a band 
of fifty-seven Comanches, in full war 
paint and feat liers, broke coyer and 
galloped tow ard 
them, ye ling tu- 
riously. 
The 
tw o 
horsemen drew 
t h e i r guns and. reining their horses 
sharp a r o u n d , dashed off at top speed 
in an effort to join their companions, 
with the howling Indians galloping 
hard behind them . 
In the m e a n tim e the main party of 
cowmen had seen the peril in which 
their companions were placed, and 
altho it would h ave been compara­ 
tively easy for th e m to have out-dis- 
tanced the I n d ia n s ann sought satety 
in the timber a sh o rt distance away, 
such a th o u g h t never occurred to 
them; 
with g r im <‘aces and drawn ( 
guns they sa n k their spurs into the 
flanks of their m o unts and dashed 
forward to rescue I heil friends. 
Altho se p a ra te d by hut a mile at 
th e start, some of the Indians, se e k ­ 
ing to cut them err from the rest of 
the party, had ridden in between an d 
as a result th o hard-pressed riders 
pad to veep off at an angle in o rd e r 
i o . old heil - - l i t 1 d o * n.

Here, crouched under the shallow 
banks, they made a temporary stand, 
but the sparse foliage and lack of 
I high protecting banks left them easy 
m arks for the whizzing arrows and 
singing bullets of the Comanches and

They worked their way down 


I th e bed to a deeper wash-out a short 
distance below and here made a final 
stand. 
| 
Rain had begun to fall about the 
: tim e of the attack which was near 
; ten o’clock, and lent another hazard 
to the already perilous plight of the 
I beseiged, who were fearful lest the 
I w aters of the creek should rise and 


I force them from their protection. 
1 
The Indians had dismounted and 


i sent their ponies to the rear and had 
crawled down thru the grass on both 
sides of the hole until many of them Had been summoned. 
w ere within easy arrow range. 
They 
w ere armed with rifles and revolvers 
as well as hows and arrows. 
Nowr 
and then a feathered head would ap­ 
pear above the grass but at the crack 
o f the ranchmen’s forty-fours would 
drop from sight. 
Sm oke puffs from 
th e Indian rifles appeared from unex­ 
pected places, as the crafty savages 
squirmed their way to new positons, 
knowing that if they remained long 
in one spot the cowmen would get 
their range. 
It was a much harder task to lo­ 
cate the hidden bowmen, whose posi­ 
tions could not be defined by the 
sm oke or noise of powder, but those 
' deadly shafts sped on their mission 
w ith silent precision. 
The Indians 
kept up an incessant fire and John 
Lem ly, who had been badly wounded 
by an arrow, was in a serious condi­ 
tion. Chap Carter had been shot thru 
th e abdomen with an arrow and was 
bleeding 
internally, 
while 
W. 
C. 
Hutch was suffering from two arrow 
w ounds— in the leg and another in 
th e shoulder. 
The cowmen saw that their am m u­ 
nition was running low and Henry 
Harrison was delegated to do the 
reloading in order that the others 
m ig h t keep a more vigilant eye on 
th e ir crafty assailants. 
As the day 
w o re on, the waters of the creek rose 
steadily and the one dry bed became 
a swirling torrent in wntch the men 
fou g h t waist deep in water. The only 
lull in the fighting came when some 
Indian fell a victim to the short range 
b u t deadly forty-fours and was car­ 
ried away bv his companions. 
Their 
desperate plight was brought home 
to them when Crow reeled backward 
into the muddy water shot thru the 
h ead with a bullet. 
W ith one dead. 
tw o 
near 
death 
an d 
i n t 
others 
wounded, they realized thru it the 
fight 
continued 
much 
longer 
the 
scalps of the whole p a rty would be 
h a n g in g from the belts of the blood­ 
thirsty Comanches berore night tell. 
T h ru o u t the fight the chief of the 
b an d occupied the higher ground out 
of range of the forty-fours._ whence 
he directed the attack. 
H utch who 
w a s still 
fighting, 
altho 
suffering 
fro m three severe arrow wounds, be­ 
lieved that their only hope lay in 
killing the chief, an d he told Joe 
W oody, who possessed the only lorty- 
five in the party, to pick him off. 
q me 
after time th e 
*>ig-«*llbered 
r o l , 
sent its messengers of death 
ding thru space in an effort to 
down the chief. 
The effort 
spee 
bring 


was not. in vain, for as Woody pulled 
the trigger on what was destined to 
be the final shot in that savage fight, 
the chief, with a shriek of pain, leap­ 
ed high in the air and with his head 
thrown back and arms extended was 
silhouetted 
for 
a 
fleeting 
instant 
against the murky sky. 
As his form sank down in a hud­ 
dled heap the Indians leaped from 
cover and gathering up their fallen 
leader, carried him to where their 
horses had been left. 
Here he was 
placed on a horse in front of a rider, 
and the whole band, mounting their 
ponies, rode off to the northwest and 
were soon lost in view. 
It was about four o ’clock In the 
afternoon when the fighting ceased, 
and as the Indians had killed the 
cowmen’s horses, couriers were dis­ 
patched on foot to the Harmonson 
lanch, several1 miles away, to obtain 
help. 
In the meantime the wounded 
were cared for as best they could be 
and as soon as aid from the ranch 
arrived, the body of Crow and the 
seven wounded men were placed in 
a wagon and taken back to the ranch. 
Upon the arrival of the couriers with 
the tidings of the fight, horsemen 
had been dispatched to summer med­ 
ical aid and Dr. Getzwelder of Black 
Springs, which is now ran in Palo 
Pinto county, and Dr. Gunn, United 
States post surgeon station at Fort 
Richardson which is now Jacksboro, 
They arrived 
nearly twenty-four hours after the 
battle and removed the arrow heads 
and dressed the wounds. John Lemly 
and Chap Carter died the following 
two days, Lemly at the ranch and 
Carter at Flag Springs. 
Ho accurate estimate of the fatali­ 
ties among the Indians could be made 
of*fug to the fact that they r* moved 
the dead and wounded from the field 
and carried them away, fearing that 
the white men might scalp or other­ 
wise mutiliate their bodies and ren­ 
der them unfit for the future life in 
the happy hunting grounds to which 
every Indian believes he will go. 
The Indians engaged in this en­ 
counter were a band of marauding 
Comanches who had eluded the vigi­ 
lance of rangers at Fort Sill and, 
crossing Red river east of Wichita 
Falls, had entered the cattle country 
of North Texas, intent on plunder 
and a desire to avenge themselves 
upon the ranchmen who were in pos­ 
session of the broad prairies, over 
which they had once been lord and 
master. 
They drove off over two 
hundred of the ranchmen’s cattle 
which they disposed of to traders at 
Fort Sill. * 
W. C. Hutch, or Uncle Billy as he 
is more familiarly known, is a resi­ 
dent of Jacksboro, and is the only 
living survivor of that memorable 
day. 
He is hale ana nearty, with a 
quick mind and remarkable hearing 
for a man of his age. 
Altho in his 
ninetieth year, he is still quite a c tu e 
and is a familiar figure on the streets 
of Jacksboro, 
He carries with him 
two of the three arrow heads with 
which he was wounded. 
They are 
made of thin steel with keep points 
and 
sharp cutting edges, and are 
about two inches long. 
Altho nature has wrought some 
changes on the scene of these stirring 
events, the hole in the creek where 
the gallant cowmen fought so desper­ 
ately and so valiantly against odds 
of nearly five to one, is still to be 
seen much as it was on that May 
morning. 
The high knoll of ground 
to the west of the creek from which 
the Comanche chief directed the op- 
< rations of his blood-thirsty band, 
tho wrapped in peace and quietude, 
is the same knoll w’hich echoed to the 
whoop of the s a 'a g e s and the crack 
of the rifle over fifty-three years ago. 
On tile northern shoulder of the 
iii tie knoll of ground there stands a 
r n . all white m on u m e n t on which is 
engraved the nam es of the valiant 


twelve and the inscription: 
“Battle 
Ground of Salt Creek indian Fight, 
May 16, 1869. 
Honor to the He­ 
roes.”— Wichita Daily Times. 


MAKING A GARDEN 
AT HOME PAY YOU 


a sprout will come out of every leaf; 
this must be pinched off, but pinch 
the top off when from three to five 
cluster branches have appeared. This 
is absolutely necessary to make toma­ 
toes. 
Few other garden plants re­ 
quire special work, but watch out for 
worms and insects and destroy them. 
Start with the earliest vegetables 


on one side of the garden and go 
across, and when the earliest vege­ 
tables are gon, the soil may be used 
for later crops, of which there are 
many. Late sweet corn, beans, peas, 
cabbage and the like can be planted 
or set, and onion seed can be planted 
to make sets for the next sring’s 
planting. 


The making of a garden is some­ 
thing that holds and appeals greater 
than that of working with field crops. 
The farmer who has a natural bent 
toward experiment had best confine 
it to a small plot, and work his field 
crops in a conservative monner. 
The 
garden will do better if worked on 
the samw plan, but it is stated that 
as an outlet for those who want to 
try everything, the garden is prob­ 
ably the best. 
But first arangements 
should be made to take care of those 
things that will supply the table with 
food, and enough left over to can 
or preserve. 
Making the garden is the most 
profitable when entered into by every 
member of the family, and not left 
to the women on the farm. 
They can 
work 
tile 
garden 
from 
the 
start 
to finish, but it is too much to ask 
of them. 
In the first place, the gar­ 
den ought to be plowed from time 
to time. 
To do this it should be built in an 
oblong shape rather than square, and 
plowed the long way. 
If needful tho 
rows can be broken in the center of 
the plot, so you will not need to turn 
when plowing, and this arrangement 
saves labor. 
Another thing is not to 
be stingy with the land for the gar­ 
den. 
Farmers have been seen with 
scores of acres idle depending on less 
than a quarter of an acre fo a gar­ 
den. 
Gardening is worth doing, and 
is worth doing well. 
There will be 
very little surplus to go to waste. 
The ground may be occupied with 
turnips now— a part oi it— but just 
as early as these have aboue done 
all they will do, get into the garden 
and break it. 
After a few days, bed 
it up. 
Then put out all the manure 
vou wish in the open furrows and 
rebed. 
It is then ready for planting. 
Of course, the whole thing can’t be 
planted at once, so you need not bed 
it all if you don’t like to, but is just 
as well, since it can be very easily 
rebedded for later planting and the 
extra plowing has never known to 
injure the garden. 
The turnips can be replanted at 
once. 
This is a good, reliable garden 
plant. 
Onion sets can be put out at 
once also. A little later come English 
peas and rashies. 
In the meantime, 
plants that require transplanting may 
be started in boxes. 
This includes 
tomatoes egg plants, etc., which can 
not be put out until after danger of 
frost is over. 
At this time there will 
be any number of plants that started. 
Beans are favorites, together with 
sweet corn. 
The corn can be planted 
somewhat before frost danger is past 
and if not allowed to stand too thick, 
any variety of beans can be planted 
with it and allowed to run up the 
stalks.
